Or like thofe 
that {warmed in che Temple of Salus:Or 
thofein Germazy,in the Tents of Drufwsy 
thacfetled upon the Pavilion of Floftiliss 
Rutilises, Marthal of the field, in the year 
ofthe world 3954. or thofe chat came 
{warming through Cowent-Gardeu and the 
Strand London, in the years of Chrift 
£653- and 1654. where one company 
fixed themfelves to the exd of aCart 3 and 
the other tothe knee of « mans breeches, 
as he paffedalong the tireets.

As chofe many very various 
and admirable Apparirions, which in 
a wonderful manner have been obferved 
in the Heavens,z7 Armies of men 
feen fighting ia the Heavenss Charging and 
recreating as dexteronifly » as if tney were 
ata real pitcht field or barrel here on the 
earth. Such a prodigie was thac which 
appeared in che year of the world 3795. 
when «Antiochus made provifion to goe 
the fecond rime inro Eg ype 3. where,in Fe- 
rufalem for forty days together, were feen 
in che Aire Horf{men running to and fros 
having Guns of gold, and Speares> as if 
they hadbeen armed Bands ; their Horfes 
ran in order, they met hand to hand s their 
Bucklers moved; and there were a number 
of men with Helmets, and drawn Swords 5 
there was cafting of Darts, and Gorgetss 
guile Armor and Coats of Mail, &c. 

In the time of the Empereur Charis 
the Greats and 803- year of Chrit, before 
Nicepherss fer upon the Empire of the 
Wei, there appeared drmies of wonder 
ful greatnef{s 1x the Air. as faith Dr. ZB. 
in his Doom, ¢c. The fame Auchor tells 
uss chat in the year 930. poft eee 3

the tixceenth.of the Kalends of ¢ Atarchs 
in the morning , abour Cock-crowine un- 
till the day break, chere was feen in a 


Counrry in Frazce,all over the face of che 


Element, bloody Armies. And Anno Chrifti 
1116 inthe begining of the night, fiery 
Armies were feenin rhe Element from the 
iVorth unto the Eaft,and afterwards aif- 
perfed over all the Heivens ,. to ihe ex- 
eceding amazement of the beholders. 

Then for Caftles, Cities and T; owns, to be 
reprefented in the Air as if chey were re- 
ally fixed there. And for whole Counrreys 
to be; and appear in the Heavens 9 Carry- 
ing alongin them His, woods, Valleys, 
Rivers, Beas, Fowls, Aten, Women and 
Childrez, and all as varionfly and diffe- 
rently difpofed, as they are really and 
certainly known ctobeon earth. Thus Dr. 
fuxlke in his difcourfe of Mereors. For 
Morftrous and hideous fhapes to appear in 
the Heavens, fuch as the earth aftords no 
fimilicude : Such as Livises faith appeared 

at Rome, Auno Atund: 3696. he reporterh 
them (for want of fir and cOnvenienc ree 
feml\lances of them among men) to be 

both ill-favoured, and. cruel.

For Caftles, Cities and 
Towns, to be befieged in the w4zr; and the 
many anddivers actions and gefiures of 
men, borh Commanders & Souldiers per- 
taining thereunto; as ic hapned not ma- 
ny yeérs fince in Poland and Afufcovia 3 
perhaps as che Meffenger of thac fad mi- 
fery the Polander hath lately been Senjible 
of- The like prodigious apparition hap- 
ned in the North of Exgland in the yeer 
1655. Nor hath ict wanted correfponding 
effects. 

Then forche Similirudes. or likenefs of 
perfons known to thé Speétatorssro sppear 
in the Heavens; as thac of the Emperour 
Charts » unto whom the Speétacors did 
obetfance (fuppofing ic co iave been him 
in reality) by puccing off cheir Caps unto 
him. Cr chat of Jobs Frederick, Privce 
Elettor cf Saxonies who at the fame time 
was Prifouer to the Evsperour. 

And I very well remember.tchat in the

And that ( fometimes again ) 
he was feen to appear in bis watchet-Waftcore 
exly. Neither of thefe fights did I ever 
fee, nor can enjoyn any ones faith ro be- 
lieve : However, if rhe repore were crue 
(and I know nor what advanrage any 
man can reap by reporting fuch things as 
thefe, ifchey were nots) ic may very well 
be afpected as a thing prodigious, and re- 
markable.

Then for chafmss chaps or gapings in 
the clouds ; fuch as fo often appeared in 
the yeers of Chrift 1644. and 1645. in 
England, the South and Weft parts there- 


of. And in Scotland, about 1649. and

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1650. after which (and very fuddenly af 
ter) thar Nation underwenr an unheard- 
of Cataftrophe or Change. | 
For darkzefs to appear in the day- 
time, withour an Eclipie of the Sun; is a2 
c@leftial Prodigie, and a thing againit na- 
ture ; asthat inthe time of Commoduss 
187 yeers poft Cbhriffum, when it was ob- 
ferved robe fodark, char the Stars were 
feen alldaylong., And in the yeer 26ge 
poft Chriftuns , there was continual dark 
nefs ac Rome divers days together. Or 
that ac the paffion of our bieffed Re- 
deemer, which Diony/ins Areopagita be+ 
ing at -drhens (aw, and cryedour (as you 
may read in his Epitle co Polycarpus ) 
Aut mundi Autorem pati, vel machinam 
ejus Aiffolutum iri. (1.e.) That eicher the 
God of Nature then fuffered, or elfe rhe

Then Comets and blazing Stars, &ce 
Pexcer in his CMeteorologie makes men~ 
tion of one thac appeared in the yeer 
of Chrilt 607. and blazed for the {pace of 
thirty and two days together.

deemed monftrous and miraculous, would be-

le not deny, but that a learned man 
Day yild fome reafon (if be lift to fcan) 
Of all that moves under Heav’ns hollaw cope. 


And the great Maifter of Reafon him- 
felf concludes That {uch things which 
be firange, may be derived both from Na- 
tural canfes, and alfo include God the chief 
and beft caufe of all things; by whofe ad- 
mirable providence each thing is ordered ; 
and by whofe un{peakable wifdom each par- 
ticular is decreed. Yea, evenin the coarfe 
of Nature he both forefaw and appointed 
bow things (hould happen; although in refpest 
of our weaknefs and want of skillthe fearch- 
txg of them out be too abstrufe and hard.

Ic is reported of Charl/s the Great, thac 
beholding chat new Star which prefaged 
and preceded his deach, he was very in- 
quifitous and defirous ro know what ic 
portended: one ( who writ his Hiftorys 
Exigardus by name) returns the words 
ofthe Prophet Jeremiah for anfwer, Er 
a fignis calorum née confternemini 5 quia 
consternantur Gentes ab illts, Cap. ro. v. 2. 
(i.e.) Fear not the fignus of Heavensthough the 
Fizathen be afraid of fuch. Unto which the

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prudent Emperour replies, Né guidens 
meeruere ejufmods figuafed fignorum op ficem 
caufam. (i.c-) That he did not indeed fear 
any figus of that Nature, bur-rhe (Maker 
or caufe of thofe figus.A leffon molt worthy 
to be learned of every-mansas well Philo- 
fopher as Chriftian.

And ic is moft certainly crue, that e~ 
condcaufesvery feldom fuffer any detri- 
mentcor fufpenfion eicher in dheir mori- 
ons or adtings by God; page is che firft 
and chief caufe ; he nevér denying, or 
fufpéending » or wich-drawing thac Con- 
currence or Conjunction of himfelf wich . 
them (without the which they prefencly

The learned Dr. Fulke in his Book of 
Mereors , refolves that Prodigies and Ap- 
paritions are the declarative tigns and to- 
kens of Gods Powers and may be cermed 
(and looked upon; as) Miraculoussbut not 
foasthey fhould want a Natural caufe. 
Nay, the greareft Sons of Learning always 
accounted Nature nothing but the Art of 
God. : 

Thales Adilefius (one of the feven wife 
Greeks) examining the fweer Harmony, 
and Mufical Symmetry and proportion of 
the Univerfe, and obferving how orderly 
and decently itis governed and contfer- 
ved, moft wifely fets up his reft in this 
gelden refolve, that Meinze yap 7% ez, 
it oe the eArtifice or workmaxfhip of 
Goa. 

The excellently Learned Philofopher 
and Aftronomer, Hieroxim. Cardanus, 
in his firft Segmene, calls the Heavens, or 
Nature, the Inffrument of God, by which 
be workethsenforceth, and dfctleth every 


thing. From all which we may clearly 
con- 
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conclude, that God doth nothing contrary 
to the order of fecond caufes, or the power 
of Nature; but dothrather al Nature in 
an extraordinary ways to fhew that he hath 
by his over-ruling power a foveraiguty fief 
fretent to do what he pleafeth, and is nor tied 
to ove way or manner of working. : 

When God fent a Star ( asthe happy 
aptdpox@ of mans redemption from flave- 
ry) before che coming of Chrilt, irc was 
a Scar not miraculous, but narural. For» 
had it beena Star miraculouss how chen 
fhould the Aftrologers or wife-men have 
feen, or come co the knowledge of it, by 
the Science of the Stars? True ic iss thar 
this Star was aéted in an extraordinary 
way,and irs motion mighe be miraculous,it 
being moved for to declare the greareft of 
miracles. Yet chis proveth nor, burt chat 
the Star might be an oydinary Srar, 
though made ufe of in an extraordinary 
way. : 

I very well know,that may great Clerks 
there are, whocontend it wasa Srar crea- 
ted on purpofe for that fo wonderful and 
miraculous work» ez. The declaring 
of a Saviour tothe world. Andone ina 
Rhetorical verfe hath afferced as much.--

But it is only taken before granted, by 
‘this Auchor, that the Heavens were beau- 
tified with alNew Star,&c. For if ic had 
been a New Star, the Altrologers (as Mr. 
“4dy, in his candlein the dark faich) mutt 
be fuppofed to have had a peculiar Reve- 
lation concerning its fignification and por- 
tent; whereasicis plain that they only 
obierved the vercitiry of rhe Scar- and 
(as I have fome reafon to believe, becaufe 
irisinculcared by that wonder of learing 
for his time Mr. Gregorie of C.C. Oxox. 
and others nor afews thar ) in theircravel 
confulted with the reafon of fome anrientr 
prophecies,by the affiftance of whichsthey 
came the more readily-co the place where 
the young Child was viz. Bethe- 
lehers of Judea. Whence I prefume ic 
wul, upon very good grounds follow, 
thatthe Aftrologers or wife men, had x0 
peculiar Revelation of its porteuts or figni- 
fication ; and by confequence clear enoughs 

that it was no New Star. 


Again, had it been a New Star, and 
7 crca- 
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created on fet purpofe codeclare and fig- 


nifie tothe World the comming ofa S2vi- 
eur, it might be more then probably fup- 
pofed; that che God of Stars and wonders 
would have unfolded its fignification #xxto 
fome Babe in knowledge [for fuch things 
are often-hid from che wife and prudencs 
and revealed unro Babes] rather 5 then to 
the gAftrologers and wife men of the rimess 
whotie praétife and {tudy it was , tobe ac- 
quainted withthe Natures and influences 
,ofthe Scars. But God (you know as holy 
Writ teachéth ) direéted rhe wife men 
only by the Star; as appears by Mat.2.1.=- 
S38, Méyos Wet sraroase wapsyivovre ig “ia- 
Srv, (4.6.) -beholdy there came wife mens 
meyer,(not sthers) from the Eaf? to Hiern- 
Salem.

cellency;as the Suns appearingsdorh notrex- 
tinguifh or pnt out the Ieffer light of the 
Moon and Stars, bur fwallews them up ky 
amore eminent and illuftrious fplendor. 
Prodigies and Apparitions » have therefore

2. Of what Comets are Engendred, 


In chis parcicdlar, Authors are very 
much differing in cheir opinions; for 
fome there be that think Comets to be 
fouls of illuftrious men triumphing in Hea- 
ven, or fires conveyed to and fro by the 
power of fpirits ; and Bodine was a chief 
maintainer hereof. 

Others there ares that judge a Comet 
not co be arty thing real and aiftinct from 
other pre-exifient bodies ; but racher a 
meer Emphafis or apparencys made by the 
refleétion or refraétion of Solar and Lunar 
Rays. Another fort think them co be fub- 
lunary Meteors a ifing from che moft fub- 
tile breathings or vapours ;but not fo much 
inflamed as illuftrared of the Sun. There 
are fome alfo who judge them to be made 
or generated de Novo, in Heaven, and of 
a Ceeleftial matter: and by degrees eters 
War 
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ward they are coersupted, And others 
there are that think them tobe borh ge- 
nerated arid governed by the Angelsand. 
Inrelligencés. 

Bet that opinion which feemeth moft 
agreeal:le to reafon, and to the Nature 
of Comets, is, thar they are ingendred of © 
ignean and fiery vapours, confifting of 
abundance of Vifcous,Clammy > Sulphu- 
rous, and compacted matter, attracted or 
drawn from che earche Or to {peak wich 
eAriftorle, The matter of which Comets or 
blazing Stars confilt, is an exhalation hot 
and dry, fot and clammy > attraéted or 
drawn by verrne of rhe heavenly bodies 
inco the higheit Region or part of the Airs 
and fometimes into the Starry Region ; 
where it is clofely conglutinated into a 
great lump, by reafon of the conftant and 
continued fupply it hath from telows fo 
long as there is aworking co exhale ic: 
and ic being thus compszcted and ex- 
haled> is fet on firein convenient time, by 
the exceffive heat of the place where ic 
reftech. Ic fometimes continues long in 
burning, and fometimes but a little while, 
according to the paucity or plenry of the 
matter whereof it confifts. And this may 
ferve for the matter of Comets. 

3. OF 
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3. of the Colour of Comets. 

The colours of Comets are much robe 
noted in their fignifications and portentss 
as the writings of the Ancients teftifie act 
large; tuc their opinions hereofare fe- 
veral. 

Some there are that hold that the co- 
jours of Comets are principally threes wiz. 
x. Ifthe matter of which they confit be 
rare and thinsthenare chey traniparenty 
cleer, and of colour whire. 2. Jf their 
fubttance be chick and+ifcous, then is the 
colour ruddy» looking like unto fire. 3. If 
the matter or fubftance whereof they con- 
Git be very chick, then rhe colour of them 
is like co turning of brimfione or, of a 
blew appearance. 

Attrologers generally hold thar there 
are Comets of feven feveral colours > ac- 
cording to rhe number and colour of the 
feven Planets, wz. 

1. Some Comets appear of a fplendenc 
yellow gold-colour ; andthofe are atcribu- 
ted roche Sun. : 

2. There are tho’e that be of a leaden, 
palesafhy colon. ,:nd termed Saturnine. 

3- Thofe thar appear very bright, cleer,

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and glorious, are called Jovial Comers. 

4. Buc if ciey-appear of colour red and 
ruclant, they are cermed Martial.

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_ Secondlys,, They may be fent for a po~ 
litical end ; and in chis refpect, they are 
taken for heralds or proclaimers of furure 
calamicies and miferies 3 that men there- 
by being fore-warned, may be fore-armeds 
and provided, either to fhun the chrearned 
difatter or mifchief, or elfe with Patience 
and moderation endure the common and 
inevitable mifery. Ir is a moft cercain cruch, 
Mudie xountis ésis & xeendy tte. Never 
yet did any Comet appear but it was the 


‘meffenger or declarer of fome evil.. They 


are ordinarily che prenuntiacors of che 
death of Princes, Plague and Famine of 
the people (which things in rhe body 
politick, are as the bleeding a vein in che 
body natural) allo Wars.

Thirdly, in retpeé& of their Theologi- 
cal end,I agree wich chac learned Authour 
Dr. Swan, that they are either a fign of 
calamity, or elfe the efficienr caute of 
them. If a Gen of calamity, then cheir 
end is cobe Monicors, Indigacors, and 
admonifhers co Fepentance. Buc if chey 
be the efficient caufle of mifery and cala- 
micy» then are they fenr as che infiry-

Greeks” Exaenis, Eclipfis , Yo oz tracloen, 
quod eft deficere.A wantin SsVaining, failings 
or obicuring. And this tecidenr (for fuch 
itis) hapneth moftrruly in the opake or 
dark bodies of the Earth and: Moon : yet 
more valgarly and commonlys(and chere- 
fore more improperly ) believed of the 


‘Sen; whereas ic ts impoffi ste for a Lumi- 


nous body; (and fuch is rhe Sun, yea, fors 
Luce, the fountcain of light ) to fuffer 
either a privation or ob{curation, as I 

2 3 have 
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have elfewhere demonftrated. But ro 
ftoop to the moft ordinary capacities, lec 
ic pafs for a cruth, chac the Sun (when the 


Earth) is eclipfed. 
2. The Suns Eclip{esbow canfed. 


The Eclipfe of che Sun is caufed by the 
interpofition of the apacous and dark body 
of the Moon between che Sun and our 
Geghr ; which for a feafon obfcureth or 
hidecth the light of che Sun from our fight. 
Wow this only falleth out ar 2 new Moon, 
or when the Sun and Moon arein Con- 
jun@tion, But you muft know that itis 
not every time the Luminaries are in Con- 
junétion,chat the Sun fuffers an ecTipfe;buc 
when the Conjun&tion happens wichin 
the limics» or ordinary boundaries of an 
Eclipfe. And they are chiefly thefe follow- 
ing. 

Fir, if che apparent latitude of the 
Moon, arcthe time of the vifible Conjun- 
ftion exceed 34.mia. 51. fec. the Sun at 

that time cannot be Eclipfed. 

Secondly, when the mean motion of the 
Moons Ilaricude, at the middle time of rhe 
Conjunétion of the Sun and Moon, is 
diftant from the North Node ( which the

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Greeks rerm "AreBifelav > or Caput Dra- 


_ conts) lefs then 20 deg. go mi”. OFr from the 


South Node (which is called KaragsealZap . 
or Cauda Draconis) iIefs then 11 deg. 
22 min. then may the Sun be eclipfed ac 
thac Conjunétion. 

Thirdly, if che apparent Iatirude of the 
Moon, atthe time of the viiible Conjun- 
tion with her and che Sun >» be lefs then 
the fun of cheir Semidiamecers, then may 
the Sun be eclipfed, or ac che leaft,; we 
may be deprived of his lighc: bur 1fnone 
of thefe happen » at the time of rhe Con- 
junctions you may be confident there can 
be no Eclipfe. 

Now Eclipfes of rhe Sun are eicher 
toral, andwithout duration, which hap- 
peneth when the Moon hath no apparent 
Jaticude acrhetime of the viible Conjun- 
étion ; or partial , which happeneth three 
wayes, 1. When the Diameter of the Sun 


.is only darkned » as when the apparenc 


Jaticnde of rhe Moon is equal toher ap- 
parene Semidiameter it will be. 2. when 
there ismore then his Semidiameter dark- 
ned; as whenthe Moons apparent Iati- 
tude is lefs then her apparent Semidia- 
meter.

defeé&t or wan of light every time fhe iF 
in oppofition ofthe Sun. Bucif you would 
know when the Moon fhall fuffer an 
Eclipfe, and when nor, obferve rhefe rwo 
rules. . 

Firft, if che laricude of che full Moon 
be lefs then the fum of the Semidiameters 
ofthe Moon and the earths fhadows che 
Moon may then fuffer an Eclipfe ; burif 
herlacicude be grearer , fhe cannocat that 
full Moon be eclipfed.

An Earthquake of it felf is fo generally 
and experimenrally known, cthac it would 
be bur to little purpofe for me ro prefenc 
you here witha definition thereof, I thall 
therefore pretermic that; and difcourfe 
of thefe following particulars. = Vi&-

I. Of the feveral caufes of Earth- 
quakes. 


ecaufe the efficient canfe is the moft 
eminent among caufess I fhall begin with 
thac firft ; of which fome learned Natura- 
lifts give this account, wiz. Efficiens eft 
calor Soliss® fimul iguis {abterranetss > q#i- 
bus fuppeditant tres (uperiores planeta. The 
efficient caufe of all Earthquakes, isthe 
heat ofthe Sun, together wich che Sub- 
terranean fires,affitted by the aftringent or 
binding qualities of the three fuperior 
Planets, Saturms Jupiter, Mars. 

Sed caufa Ataterialys eft (piritus fen va- 
pors tz terra vuifceribus,exire contendens. 
Buc the material caufe of them; is the 
{pirit or vapour , imprifoned or confined 
in the bowels of the Earth 5 ftriving or 
ufing all poffible means to break forth, 

But, Caufa Formalis eft ipfa concuffio 
terra, & agitatio exhalationem terra incla- 
farum. The formal canfe of Earthquakes, 

1s 
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is the concuffion or troubled fhaking ef 
the earth, and che agitation of the vapours 
and exhalations therein inclofed. 

And for the final caufe of Earthquakes, 
that may be apparently obferved among 
their effects or confequentia.For God never 
Cyec) fenct any Meffenger unto or among 
the fons of men, that ever returned with- 
out a perfect delivery ofhis errand. 


2. Of thetr kinds or Species. 


Divers are the opinions of Philofophers 
concerning the kindes of Earrhquakes; 
for there are fomethat hold there are fe- 
ven kinds of them ; others,but five ; {ome 
otherss!'ne four: and the learned _4riffotles 
de Meteor lib.2.¢.8. maketh only two Spe- 
cies of them,ez.tremor & pulfses 3a treme. 
bling and a beating. Buc among all rhefe 
opinions, thar which admits of five feveral 
kinds or Species, feemeth to carry rhe moft 
apparent fhew of reafon , there being a 
manifelt and apparent differenee between 
each of them ; and accordingly I fhall give 
you a de(cription of each of rhemsand they 

thus follow: 
1. The firft kinde of Earrhquake, is a 
lateral or fide-long fhaking ; as when the 
whole 
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whole force or fury of che wind driveth 
to one place only, there being no contrary 
motion to let or hinderit. Many Hills and 
Buildings have been rnfhed down by this 
kind of Earthquake, efpecially when the 
wind caufing it, was fierce and ftrong ; 
for if ir happen to be a weak and feeble 
wind, ic only loofnerh or unfatinerch che 
foundations ; but if ic be fefs weak, chen 
without furcher harm, the Earth only 
fhakes like one fick of an ague. 

2. The fecond kindis not fo much Ia- 
teralor fide-long, as perpendicular, or up- 
right ; and happeneth when the earth 
with great violence is fo lifted up, that the 
buildings thereof are likely co fall; and fud- 
denly ic Gnketh down again: for after the 
wind or vapour that caufed the earth to 
fwell,is broke out of its prifon , the earch 
returnethto its old place, even as 1t was 
before. . 

3- The third kind of Earthquake is cal- 
led Hyatus » a gapingsrending or cleaving 
ofthe earth ; one pare thereof being dri- 
ven fo far from the other, that whole 
Towns, Cities, Rivers, Hills, Rocks and 
Seas, andthe like 4 are fwallowedup> and 
never feen again;like unro thar which hap- 
pened in the year 244. poft Chriftum. 
4. The 
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4. The fourth kind of Earthquake is a 
fhaking chac caufeth finking, and is far 
differing from the former ;- for now the 
Earch fplicceth noc, but finkeths, ic hap- 
pening in fuch places, where thongh che 
furface or upper parts of the earth be fo- 
lid and firms yet rhe found:tion chereof is 
but falc 3 which being moiftened by waters 
being driven through it by che force of the 
{haking exhalation, is turned to warer al- 
fo. .And after this manners according to 
the reftimony of the famous P/eto, was 
the Aclantiqne Ocean from an Iland curn- 
edinto a Sea. 

5- The fifth and laft kind of Earthquakes 
is different from the former : for as before 
the ground finks down, fo now ic is caft 
up; fomewhat like to the fecond kind 
mentioned ; only wich chis differences 
that now ic returneth nor ro its place a- 
gain, butremaineth a very great Monn- 
rainslike unto chat of AZercley Hillin Here- 
fordfhire which happened about an hun- 
dred years fince, as is mentioned arrhe 
begining of this book. 

And nore; that if fuch a rifing happen in 
the Sea,ic doth nor only caufe overflow- 
ing, but alfo produceth many Hlands; fuch 
as were never feen before. And chus

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much for the Species of Earchquakes, 


3. Of their Antecedentta. 


As for the Axtecedentiasor the figns and 
fore-runners of Earthqaakes, according 
to the beftof Authors,they are chiefly 
thefe which follows ; E 

1- A great Calmnefs, Tranquillicy, and 
ferenery of the Air, intermixed with fome 
cold: the reafon of which is, becaufe the 
exhalation which: fhould be blowing’ a- 
broad; is wholly within the Earch. 

2. The dimnefs and palenefs of the Suns 
for certain days together » although there 
be no clouds to interpofe. The reafon 
whereofis, becaufe the wind which fhould 
have diflolved and purged the grofs Air , is 
taken captive,and kept and enclofed with- 
in the bowels of the carch. 

3- Amore cthenordinary quictude and 
folitarinefs of birds(z.e. ) if they do nor flies 
bur fit ftillhand are fearful co lex any come 
neer unto them: the reaton of which is,be- 
caufe either che pene exhalation fenderh 
fome ftrange alrerationin the Air » which 
flenderly breathech our of che infenfible 
pores of rhe earth ; which ic may dos al-

the Earth, much like ro chunder or hideous 
groanings, But yet fome fay>, thar rhis is 
noc always arcended with an Earrhquake ; 
for if che wind find any way large enough 
to get our,it fhaketh nor rhe Earth. And 
thus much fhall ferve for che Atecedentia 
of Earchquakes, . 


4. Of their Corfequentia. 


And now the Confequentiagor effeets of 
Earthquakes, are principally chefe follow- 
Inge 
; ‘Firfts the ruine of Buildings, and the 
death and deftruction of many people ; 
and the like: as appears at large by the 
Chronologies of fafebius and Laxguet s 
alfo by Tacitus, lib.2. and Fromundus, ib. 
4. Afeteor. The Examples whereof are fo 
many and fo numerous,that ro recire them 
here again, were roadd another Chrone- 
Iogie. I therefore fhall refer to what I 

have 
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have written thereof in /e&. 2: 

Secondly, the turning of plain gronnds 
into Mountains, as that of ALare/y Hill be- 
fore mentioned ; and che raiGne up of 
Iflands in the Sea ; as Thain rhe time of 
Pliny ; and Therafiay which as Seneca 
wicneffeths was made an Iffand even in rhe 
fight of the Mariners 5 or whilf they 
were looking on. And afrerchis manner 
alfo; came Delos, Rhodos, and fundry other 
to be made Iflinds. 

Thirdly,the throwing down;or levelling 
of Mountains , and finking of Ilands and 
other gr8und : and thus perifhed by che 
breach of the earths thofe famous Cities 
Of etchaia, Helice and Buris 3 of which 
Ovidcthus wriceth. 


Si quaxras Helicen & Burin, Achzidas urbes, 
Tnvenies fub aquis ; & adhuc oftendere nauta 
inclinata folenc cum meenibus oppida merfis, 


Which one thus Englifheth.

And after this manner funk rhe Earth,

Fourthly, the driving away, or the cur- 
ting the neck offome J/fhmus from the 
Continence. And thus was Britain fepara- 
ted from Fraxce, as Verftegan faiths; and fo 
was Sicily divided from Calabria sand Af- 
frica ftom Spain, according to Seneca. 

Fifchly , che cranflation of Mounraines, 
Buildings, Trees, Gc. from one place to 
another ; as thac did a whole Town in 
Lumbardy s in the reign of Heze 1. and 
thac other in the year 1583. which ree 
moveda field of three Acres ac Blackmoor 
in Dor ferfhire. eAlbertus calls this motion 

a vection or carrying. 

Sixchly, the breaking our of Rivers and 
Fountaines in fome new places; which 
happenerth by che breaches made in che 
earch amongtt water-fprings, chrough the 
violence of the exhalation. 

Seventhly» great winds and tempefiss 
manifeft changes and diverfities of the 
times ; infection of che Air; andall that 
breach in ir, chiefly of fuch creatures that 
look downward : for the infeétion is cau- 
fed by the poyfonous fume of the exhala- 
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tion afcending upward. For putrid and 
Poyfonons exhaltacicns infect the Air, and 
the Airus; according io Sexeca and Phi- 
ny sbefides, Hieronym. Cardanus, hb. de 
Rer.var. {peaking of fuch chingss {aith,---- 


Terramotus magni bellum ant Peffem,

And Meteorologifts (Fromundus, Afen- 
ror and others ) thus diftinguifh berween

that proceeceth from a mans mouths or 
from a pot Of water that is boyling over a 
fire.Bot fumes are bodies or fubftances hor 
and dry, like unto the {moaks and are by 
nature thinner and lighter then vapors 5 
for vapors are never attraéted or drawn 
up above the middle Region of the Air 5 
for that the cold Air theres by thickning 
and conglomerating them, prefently turns 
tiem into clouds : and thence proceeds 
Mitts, Rains, Snows, Hayls, Gc. Now 
fumes afcend & pafs the loweft and middle 
Region of rhe Air,and are carrycd up even 
into the higheft Region : And there by 
reafon of cheir execcilive hear, and neer- 
nefs unto the fire, they are kindled, and 
admit of and receive divers fiery impref- 
fions ; and teing of a vifcous and clammy 
nature and fubitance, and civerfly difper- 
feds they appear to chofe rhac inhabic che 
Earth, like Dragons, ¢.o+17, Soears, Darts, 
Beams, Torches, @c. and have thefe ap- 
peilations given then, fo- che in their ap- 
pearance they refemble fuch like fhapes 
and forms (aa vifiz2) and alfo reprefent 
them in their Actions.

And fecondly, I fhall thew how won- 
derful apparitions or montftrous fights feen 
in the air, tothe rerror and amazement of 
the beholders, are or may be caufed. But 
firft of fumes or exhalations hor and dry. 


1. Of flying Dragons. 


_ This Meteors Draco volans, or the fly- 
ing Dragonsby many called a fire-Drakc,Isy 
according to Adeuror, fol. 117- (alchough 
in fhew monftrous to behold) norhing elfe, 
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bue a fiery exhalation, very great in quan- 
ticy, whofe matter is very thick, and as 
ic were hard rempered together ; and be- 
ing conglutinonfly conjoyned, ic afcends 
(or is rather drawn up) inro the cold Re= 
gion, and is by chac forcibly bearen back 
again : by che force and viclence of wi:ich 
moriensic is fer on fire, and fo violently 

enc and made crooked : for rhe matter 
being glewed fo faft cogerher, that the 
repulfe of the Region divides ic noc; but 
by an ’Avzimefsucrs, Antiperifiafis s- or en- 
counter Of contraries 5 is caft inro fuch a 
fafhion or form>thatr ic perfectly reprefents 
the fhape ofa Dragon. 

Then, the exhalation teing formed and 
fired, flyeth along inthe air , and curneth 
ic felf co and fro y upward and downward, 
according to the motion of the wind, and 
the cold clouds ic meets withal ; and fo ic 
begets the greater terror in rhofe thar be- 
bald ic.Some have thought chat this Mere- 
or.by reafon of its {trance appearance-hath 
been the Devil ; becaufe the Scriprure 
faith, That the Devil zs the Prince of the 
er; And in anorher place, That he w 
@ great Dragox: Of which conceir, I read 
ametry (and I believe a crue) ftory in 
Dr. Fx/k_s where in his Difcourfe of Me- 
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‘teors, fpeaking of fiery flying Dragons, he 


fairh--- 

That on atMaydays when many young 
folk, went abroad in the morning, I remem- 
ber Cfaithhe) by fix a clock, in the fore- 
200%, there was news came to Loxdons that the 
Devil the fame morning was feen flying 
over the Thames; but afterwards came 
words that he alighted at Stratford, and 
there he was taken and fer in the flocks. And 
that though he would fain have diffembled 
the matter, by turning himfelf into che like- 
nels of aman: yet was he k own well enough 
by hes cloven foot. 1 knew fome then h- 
wing thar went to fee hints and returnings 
affirmed , that he was feen flying in the 
edirs but was not taken prifoner. Lremews- 
ber alfo that fome wifhed he had been 
fhot ar with Guns or fhafis, as he flew 
over the Thames. But this learned Author 
di: inely concludes---- eAs fr this Devil 
Caith he) Z fuppofe it was a fiery Dragons 
~----very fearfel to look, on 5 as though he 
had lifes becaufe he moved; whereas it was 
xothing elfe but clouds and fmoak, So 
mighty is Gods that he can fear his ene= 
mies with thefe and [uch like operationss 
whereof forme Exansples may be found in 
holy Scripture. Thus far Di. Fulke in 
his Difcourfe of Meteors. - There 
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There are fome thac hold, thae this 
Meteor is made and fafhionedinco fuch 
a fhap: and form, between two clouds 
of contrary or differing natures ; the one 
ho-. the ocher cold (which differs licele 
fro. “h- former:) chen the higheft pare 
of the exialation, by ics being zttenuared 
and made clin, eppeavs and fhews it felf as 
the neck of che Dragon: and che middle 

. party for that ic was iczely in che repnife 
bowed and made crookeds doth fymme- 
trically reprefenr the form of the Dragons 
belly : And the loweft part clicreof, by the 
fame reovlizy turning upwards maketh the 

_ Tayl; which appeareth much fmaller then 


the orher, for that ic is commonly further - 


off, and alfo for chat the cold bindech it. 
And chus much for chis Meteor. 


2. Of dancing Goats. 


Capre faltantes, or dancing Goats, are 
fo called, becaufe like unto balls of wild- 
fire or {quibs, they dances skip and leap 
from one place to another in the Heavens 
and the air. Wolf.c Mexr.fol.1 16. 

This Meteor is caufed when the exhala- 
tion being hot and dry; is dividedintotwo 
parts or bodies, as when two Torches are 

feen 
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feen neer one anorher,and the fame leap- 
eth or danceth diverfly; or when the 
exhalation is fo compact, that onthe one 
fide or ozher, it hath tome parts which ap- 
pear as the appendices of ir, or joyned 
ro the main exhalation, fomewhac thinner 
thenice So thac che fire running in che 
main part ont-right » ic skips asic goes un- 
to thofe parts on the fides, making them to 
flame alfo; which being quickly performed>s 
the fire feemsto leap and dance even as 
wanton Goats are wont to do. 


3- Of Spears or Darts. 


This Meteor fheweth ir felf in ftreams, 
and is of MNaturalifts called a Spear or 
Dart. It is according tocMeurors fol. 1196 
generatedswhen a great quantity of exhiala- 
tions hot and dry, arefer on fire in the 
midft; and becanfe the matter is not fo 
compact, thar it fhould foon rend or tear 
(as when thunder is caufed) the fire breaks 
out at the edges of the cloud, kindling the 
thin fumes, which fhoor out in a great 
number,like ro fiery Spears or Darts ; and 
their Qreaming or flafhing is fo much the 
whirer, as the exhalation whereof it con- 
filts happens co be thinner. ; 

There 
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‘There was an apparition of this Meteor 
feen in Lexdox in rhe yeer of our Lord 
1560. on che 30 day of Fansary about 
eighr aclock at night, che airin all other 
places being very dark; bur in rhe Norch- 
att (where this cloud burned) ir was ve- 
ry light; as light (faith my Author) as 
when the day breaketh » coward che Sun- 
rifing ; infomuch that the plain fhaddow 
of things oppofire were feen. The edge 
of chis cloud was fafhioned like a Rain- 
bow, but in colour very brighc, and ofren.. 
times cafting forth (aimott) innumerable 
Darts of wonderful lengths like unro 
fquibs chac are caftinthe air 5 only wich 
this difference, that they move more {wift 
then fquibs. Now thefe Meteors are ob- 
ferved toappear moftly in che North and 
North-Eaft parrs of the Heavens. 


4. Of Pillars or Beams, 


Thefe fevera] Mereors in their various 
forms are moltly canfed when che exhala- 
tion hor and dry; being very long, but nor 
very broad> and attra&ted or drawn be- 
yond the middle region of the Air, is fec 
on fire all ac once, and foburneth like a log 
or creat beam. 


Now 
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Now the difference betwixt Beams and 
Pillars is this: they are then called Beams, 
when they feem to lie at length in rhe Airs 
but they are called Pillars, when they are 
carried upright,or perpendicular in the Airs 
the one end thereof being more neer the 
globe of the earth then the orhere And 
the Pillars like unto Pyramides are canfed 
when the thinner and lighter parrs of che 
exhalation are afcended to the rop, and 
the heavier and groffer parts continue and 
remain at the bortom ; fo making ir in the 
form or fafhion of a Pyramide , wx. great 
above; and {mall beneath. 


According as the vapors thick or rare, Du-Bart, 
Even, or unevn, long, large, round or fquare 3 
Such are the forms, it in the Air vefembles 5 

At fight whereof the amaxed vulgar trembles. 


se Of Torches or Fire- brands. 


Thefe apparitions are generared, when 
the exhalation being hot and dry, isdrawn 
up beyond the middle region of the Air 5 
the matter of which ic confifts being long 
and broad; parrly by ics own heat , and 
partly by the heat of the place it is attra~ 


ted tosis fer on fireat rhe end rhereof, in 
the 
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the higheft region of che Airs and burnerh 
ike a Torch or Candle, untill the whole 
fubftance thereof be confumed and quire 
waited. And che reafon why ir fhould burn 
at one end rarher then at the others is; be- 
caufe it is long, & ftandeth upright,having 
the moft ofirs afpiring matter in the tops 
which toucheth che heat in che fiery Regi- 
on, And in this ftation afcending upward,ic 
cometh to pafs thac when che upper end is 
advanced fully roche heat of che upper re- 
gion, ic is chen andchere fired , and con- 
fameth by degrees: andthen as a Torch 
or Lamp » when all the matrer thac feeds 
the flame chereof is fpentrs it ceafes co burn 


any longer. 
6. Of flying Sparks. 


Scratille volantes, Or flying Sparks 5 are 
caufed when the marter of the exhalation 
is equally cifperfed , and in all parts eee

I remember in the year of cur Lord 
1640. to have een rhis apparition at Ox- 
fords being neer the place called Fryer 
Bacens Study,one Sunday nighe ; but whac 
Month or Week it was » Idonor now re- 
member. But this is (till fret; in my minds 
that the Sparks flew in a very ftrange and 
fierce manner towa tds Oxfords and came 
from che South- Eaft parts of the Heavens: 
but wherher rhe merion thereof was can- 
fed by the winds or nor, Ycannot fay: for 
as then my knowledge in the fecrets of na- 
ture was bur mean, (as indeed, yet it iss) 
I being then very young ; fo my norice 
and obfervation of chis @aypparicion was 
Proportionable, 

But this I know (and fo do many hnon- 
dreds more ) that within a fhore fpace 
after, Oxford did undergo fuch a Renova. 

tion 
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tion and change, as ic had nor in fome 
hundreds of years before : Yer I dare noc 
place the principal g-ounds of Oxfords 
Vifitations and fufferings therein. 


q- Of fhooting Starse 


Stelle Cadentes, or fhooring Starsy are 
caufed (if we will belie. e AZezrors and he 
may be helieved. when the Exhalation be-. 
ing hot and d-y,is yathered rogether inco 
a round heap or lump as it were; bne 
not fo throughly comp2éted, nor yet fo 
apt to a(cend as orher fumes or Exhafaci- 
ons : Which is the chief reafon (among 
many) chac ic is beaten back again, when 
it cores neer the cold confines of the 
middle Region; and fo hovering alofts 
by an Antiperiftafis » or repulGion by the 
contrary On every parts icis fer on fire: 
and chen fliding away, it appears as if a 
Scar fell down, or were thrown downto 
the Earch. 

Sometimes thefe Meteors are generated 
after another manner: for the exhalati- 
on being long and narrows and by the heat 
of the upper Region is kindled at one 
enc, and burning fwiftly, the fire run- 


reth from one end co the orher, as on a 
piece 
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peece of waxed chird chat is lighted. 

Others there ares that fay this exhalaci- 
@n is noc fo much fet on fires as thac ic is 
directly feated under fome one ftar in the 
Firmament ina direc lines (as ic were) 
and fo receiveth light from thar Srars 
feeming to be a ftar when ic falls. 

Now againit chis later opinion chere 
are twocleer exceptions, the firft whereof 
is this: Iris molt certain, thar thofe Me- 
teors {hoot or fall as often obliquelys as 
perpendicular or downeright; and fo I 
have feen them often to fall: Therefore ic 
cannot receive ics fhining (as ic is urged) 
from a Star. 

_ The fecond exception is this--Yn ics fal- 
ling , ic appeareth to fight much bigger 
then any fixed Scar chat is fixed in the 
eighth Sphear; (yea fometimes bigger 
then Phofphorus (as I have feen) which is 
the biggeit ro fight of the feven Erratick 
Stars, and therefore is by fome called 
"Askew agn~is@> The greareft or faireft 
of all ftars ;becaufe fhe is feen fo glorious 
in the evenings, when no other ftars ape 
pear, or rather before they appear) and 
fo appeareth leffer and lefler , as ic comes 
neerer che Earth: whereas if ic were 
in a direct line iJ!uminated by the beams 
L of 
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Of a Mars it would ar its greateft diftance 


from us appear leatt full of lights as a ftar 
in his Apogron or Aphzlion : And would 


fhew ic telf fullett of light when ir doth . 


apprOximare us ; even as a flar ip his Pe- 
tigzon or Peiihelion : bur we fee the con- 
trary to be apparently true s rherefore ir 
cannotr ke kincled chis Way: yet fome have 
thought ic mighe eafily be demonftrated, 
Epicurus his Opinion touching this 
Meteor is, rhae the (ars fall out of the 
Firmaments and char hy the fall of themy 
both Thunder and Lightning is canfede 
For the Lightning (faith he ) is nothing 
elfe bur che fhining of che ftar chat fale 
lech; which falling into a watery clonds 


and being quenched in it, caufetk thac | 


seat moyle which is called Thunder even 
ashot Iron maketh a noyfe by irs being 
caft inco rhe warer. 

I fhall not much queftion this opinion 
Of Epicurus s; nor trouble my felf ro play 
the Critique with him abour it: Although 
the learned Phyfician and Philofopher 4z- 
dreas rgolus affords me good ground fo 
tO do 4 in Towz.1. fol, 29. of his Epheme- 
rides ; where he fhews thac the Sun and 
alf che Planets are vaft diflances from the 
Firmamenz ; yeas many millions of miles.

3. Of INanzinations or featrering fire. 


This fcartering fire, or illuminations ap- 
pearing in the uppermoft pare of the 
lowelt Region, is caufed when many exe 
halations hot and a are drawn up . 

. t 
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to che middle Region of the air, and rhere 
meeting with many cold clouds are fent 
back again. Which violenc and forcible 
motions backward and forwards are the 
occafion of itsbeing fec on fire: And the 
parts thereof being nor equally thick or 
joyned togethers feemeth ro the beholders 
as if fire were fcatcered or fpread in the air. 
‘Yeas fomerimes the whole air feemeth ro 
burn, and all rhe Heavens do appear on 
fire :as they did in the year 1 574-0n the 
fifteenth day of (March, as is recorded by 
Stow,in his Abridgmenr. ; 

Dr Fulks faith; Ac fuchan apparition 
as this, the whole Air feemeth to burn, as 
though ic would rain fire from Heaven : 
and fo (faith he) ic hath come ro pafs,chac 
whole Cities and Towns have been fired. 


9. Of the Ignis faruus; or foolifh fire. 


This foolith fire is fo called (faith Dr. 
Swan) noc tharic hurteth anys but only 
feareth or {careth fools: and is generated 
of a fac and oyly exhalation; which is 
heavie,in regard of che glnrinomus matrer of 
which it confifts ; by reafon of which qua- 
licys the cold of the night beats it back 
again, when ic frivecth co afcend upward: 

through 
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through which ftrife and violent motion 
orcoffing, ic is fer on fire, and falls down- 
ward, according to chat of Dubart. in Sec. 
days work, 


If threxhalation bot and oyly preve, 
And yet (as feeble) giveth light above, 
Lo th’ airy regions everiafting froff 5 
Inceffantly th’apt tinding flame is toft, 
Till it inflame thea like a {quib it falls, 
Or fire-wing?d fh2fts, or fulph’ry powder-balls, 


And being thus fired> ic paffeth forward 
and backward» upward and downward, 
according to the motion of the Air in a 
filent night, by genrle gales, nor going er 
moving exaétly roward one point. Notes 
that if che wind be high 2 OF any way 
fharply ftirring, this Apparition or Me- 
teor cannot appear at all, For the wind 
difperfes the matter whercof ic is mades 
and will nor fuffer ic tobe con joyned. 

This kind of lightis ofren feen in hor 
and fenny Countreys, and in fuch places 
where there is abundance of fat and un- 
ctious maccer ; asin Church-yardss Cre. 
where through the corruption and putre- 
faction of many dead bodies there buryed, 
the earthis full of fuch fubftance ; as alfo 
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But fuch fancies as thefes with moft in- 


in places where many battles have been 
foughe. 

4nd this Meteor appearing in thefe 
places (as indeed there is mort re fon ic 
fhould)the ignorant and faper{tiiious peo- 
ple have thonvhe them to he the fculs and 
{pitits of men deparred, and tecorcingly 
have food in = kind of flaxifh fear of 
them.

For very much endendeaveurs ro rende 
pobable reafons of the feals monrning 
(as he calls ic) over fis gtondazz partners 
the body; rhus------ Ufuatly where people 
are buryeds you fhall fee many nedturnal 
Vifions,Monfters,and other hiceons Shapes 
Fe appears and this is the reafon thar walk 
Ing Over fuch placesin the night time, ic 
is the more terrible. And more elpecially 
Where. executed bodies are buryed » and 
Where dead fouldiers that have loft their 
lives in barrel are buryed by hears : for

Oe. But faith the vulgar humorift, 
If thefe lights and apparitions be nor wal- 
king {pirits, how come they to lead men 
out oftheir way; as iris (more common- 
ly then truly) reported ? 

4 anfwer, The main caufe why they lead 
men out of their way (if the phrafe le pro- 
per)is, becaufe thote Elly wretches thac 
fee them, and prerend tobe led by chenrs 
being fore amazed, and aff. ighted at chen s 
(not knowing their erne cante, you may 
be fure) do Jock fo earnetily afterrhems 
that they forger their way. And then being 
never fo little ont of their road (and 
frighted withall) they wander they know 
not whither 3 fomerimes to Pits , Rivers, 
and other very dangerous and difnal 
Places. And when ac the laft they happen 
into their road again, and get home, (with 
their hair an ends and rthemtelves fiweating 


and {taring) they fall a celling their friencs 
4 {trance 
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ftrange and incredible ftories , how that 
fome devil or fpirie in the likenefs of fire, 
hath led chem out of their way, I cannot 
(nor they neither very well, or truly) rell 
how far,or how long timegand rhat it came 
foneer them, it would have done them 
hurt, had nor their prayers or fome hea- 
venly cogications ( fuch no doubr as ama~ 
zed menare capable of) diverted ir. When 
notwithftanding, all chis while, che great 
dangers chofe poor ignorant wretches 
dread, is in the depravednefs of their own 
fenfes!forthereisnone to them outward 
ac all. 

Nows the chief canfe that this appari- 
tion feemeth ro follow , or go before men, 
is by reafon of rhe motion of the Air,by the 
g§0ing or motion of the man before or after 
whom icthus goes, Which Air being mo- 
ved, drives ic forward or backward 5 asic 
is either placed before or behind the per- 
fon. 

Whenee it will rationally followsthat ic 
is not the fire that leads or drives the fool, 
but the fool che fire : bur when this fire 
happens to be at a greater diftance , the 
mans eye and cheair moving, makerh che 
man co think the fire moves. 


Thefe lights appear alfo oftentimes a: 
Sea 
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Sea as wellas ar land; fometimes one a- 
Ione, fometimes two togethers which 
fome Seamen & Mariners, alluding to rhe 
writings ofthe Poets » have given names 
unto ; and call chac which appears fingles 
Helena; andchofe that appear together 5 
Cafter and Pollux. But I fhall not make 
any large difcourfe of their names -here, 
but refer rhe Readerro more voluminous 
treatifes for {arisfaction. 


10. Of Ignis Lambenss or /icking Lights. 


This Meteor is called Jgnis Lansbenss or 
licking fire , for thac ic ufech to cleave or 
ftick co the hairs and garments Of men and 
beatis, ¥eis caufed (according tothe opi- 
nion of Philofophers) when many vifcous 
and clammy exhalations are fcatrered a- 
broadin the air into many fmall parts ; 
Which in the night, or afrer Sun-ferting, 
(and fometimes in the day alfo, when the 
air is condenfed or thickned; as on Fee 
bruary the fecond 165 6.neer Rumford in 
Eff'-, where this Mereor fixed ic felf to 
the garments of a wo:ran, as fhe was ri- 
ding to Market, and made her feemof a 
perfect flame) by refiftance Of the cold, 
are kindied ; and then falling violenrly 

down 
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down: do faften themfelves and flick unto- 
the heads and fhoulders ofmens or unto 
the bodies of bzafts, as they are pafling a- 

long in the fields. 

Icis done after the fame manner as the 
dew or hoar-frofis do fix and ferzle ro rhe 
hairs of men and beatis OF Unto gare 
ments which havea nap, or a very high 
Wooll upon them, as Frize or Cotten. 

There are a fecond fort of thefe flames ¢ 
and they are cavfed when the bodies of 
men and beafts 5 heing rubbed and chafeds 
do fend forth a clammy fweatc ; which is 
in like manner kindled as the {parks of fire 
that are often (cen ro fie froma horfe chat. 
is of a black or dark cotour, being rnb‘d or 
curryed. 

Ic is reported by Liviuss of one (Marius 
a Knighce of Rome. that as he mace .an 
Oration to his {culdiers in Spaiz, they faw 
his head as ic were burning on a lighe 
firesand Atzarivs himfelf nor aware thereof. 
The fame Author relatesa like flory of 
Servius Tellizs that as he lay afleep (being 
a child) his hair feemed ro be all on fire; 
and yet his hair noc turnt, nor he in any 
mcafure prejudiced or hurt thereby. 

Jules, the fon of £xeas, had his Tem- 
ples encircled with this lame, as Firgil in 
his CZ weds, 1:b.2. Ecce

Many are rhe ftories thar I could relate 
concerning this licking fire; how thar 
it bath fafined unro men as they have been 
either welking or Tidings andunco fheep 
and kine as they have been Stazing ; buc 
hath never done harn ro cicher: unlefs ar 
fometimes ic hath drivena fool ro Wonder! 
which cannoc in che Jea{t ingage me ro hes 
lieve it were a whic the more harmful for 
thace And thus much for che fir particue 


lar.

And 
if we adhere to our beft Naturalilis » they 
may be canfed cwoways y w/z. natazally 5 
and artificially. 

Firit, ricy may be caufed artificially + 

as by cerrain Glaflz:s and Inftramentrs . 
made according to the fecret knowledge of 
the Optiques ; which tzacheth by divers 
refractions and refletions of the beams, 
how molt vifions and apparicions are re- 
prefencted, 

Cornelius edgrippa,in the firt Book and 
fixth chapter ot his Occult Philofophysnain- 
tains, that by che arcificialnefs of fome 
Optical Glafles, fome men may produce ar 
a diftance in the air wharfoever images or 
fhapes they pleafe. Which (faich he ) 
whenignorant perfons behold, they chink 

they fee che appearance of Spirits, Sc, 
when indeed they are nothing elfe bue 
femblances kin unro themfelves , and 
withont life, (7.c.) Their own fhadows 
conm@acted or dilated ; which by the af 
fiftance and friendfhip of the Optical 

Glafs 
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Glafs, they have the happinefs ro fee, and 
the unhappinefs to think evilly of. 

The fame Author very excellently fets 
forth che ufe of rhe Opriques by an inge- 
nious and not improbable inftance, twxe 
Let any one (faithhe) take an image or 
images, artificially painced; or written ler 
ters 3 and ina clear night fer chem againft 
the beams of the fall Moons whofe refem~ 


. blance heing mulciplyed in the Air, and 


caught upwards and refle&ted back roge- 
ther with rhe beams of che Moon, and any 
other man that is privy tothe thing > ata 
long diftances fees; reads, and knows them 
in the very compafs and circle of the 
Moon. Grearer chings then thefe 
(faith be) ate grounded in the very na-- 
ture of the Air, and have their reafons and 
caufes demonftrated in the Mathematiques 
and Optiques. 

The learned Author of chat lofty Phi- 
lofophical phancy (entituled The fpeedy 
Meffenger} who paffeth under the name of 
Domingo Gonzales, fol.2@, 21. confenteth 
to the learned Agrippa in this particular. 
And although his book be of a very faceti- 
ous and moft pleafant ftile,yet undoubtedly 
the Author’s aim was at fomewhat more 
admirable and excellefhr, then the ordinary 

fence 
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fence of his langnage makes known; a3 
may cafily be gathered by an ingenions 
underftanding. : 

Bodine, (heat, Nat. Lib. %. is of opiniong. 
thacfuch things as chefe cannoce be cauted 
bur by che iilafons of evil fpirics and De- 
vils; And that chey alone can reprefene 
Cafiles in rhe air, Armies,Cities, Palaces; 
Spettrunz, and all kinds of wonderful Pro- 
digies and apparitions. Buc moft Philofo- 
phers laugh at this his opinion » and deem 
ic ridiculous. 

S2condly,cthey may be caufed nacurally; 
and are toforch2 moit parts wiz. when the 
temper and difpofition of the air is 
fufh_iently able ro receive the imprefs or 
image of thofe things done on rhe earth. 
And becanfe the air is apr to reccive divers 
images and fhapes in divers parts or places 
thereof ; theic monftrcus forms , and 
f{trange actions, and fioriessand charaéterss 
@ ec. proceed f.0m the joyning of divers 
forms and actions there. 

Ictis the opinion of «Albertus Afaguus, 
thar the effigies of all forts of bodies 5 may 
by che ttrengch of nacuresin a cemperare- 
ly moilt air, be cafily reprefented. 

And 4riftetle relates of a man unto 


whom ic hapnedsby teafon of che weaknefs 
of 
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of his fight, the air which was neer hims 
became as a Looking-Wilafs ro him 3s and 
the optique beam did reflegt back upon 
himfelf, and could nor penecrare rhe Airs:

And ¢4grippa faith, When the air by 
the South-wind is condenfed into thire 
clouds,there are reprefented as in a Look- 
ing-Glafs, ata great diftance,; Mounrains, 
Caftless Ho:fes, and men, and divers other 
things. Which when the clouds diffipare, 
the apparirions vaniths and difappear. 


This generally is the Opinion of Au- 
thors concerning the canfes of Mereors 
and wonderful apparisions. And for Me- 
teors, chey are by experience generally 
found true, and therefore nor to be que- 
{tioned or fefpeéted. And for wonderful 
Apparitions and Prodigiessic is more then 
probable they are alfotrue: But

q| VHae chert are dxgelsand Spirits, 
boch good and evil» I never yer 
queftioned >» nor ever knew any fo 
todo. That there are perfons cndued 
with a more then common or ordinary 
Speculation, or foreknowledge of things 
in general, I am in a very great meafure ~ 
M 2 per- 
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perfwaded. But that there are either Ans 
gels er Spirits, good or bad, within the 
compafs or power of man's invocations or 
commands, I ferioufly proreft Fam yet ro 
believe. Or that all people chat pretend 
to be endued with the Spirit of Prophecic, 
are really poffeffed thereof, Ideem wor- 
thy the fcanning and confidering, before 
we too hattily concede thereunto. 

I am nor ignorant of rhe many ftrange 
and wonderful relations chat pafs for cur- 
rantamong the fons of men,concerning Ax- 
keels, Spirits, Prophecies, Telifmss &c. and 
of fome perions being (as they pretend) fo 
far illuminated, chat they are (by many 
believed to be) able to Prophefie of 
things particular rohappen. So common 
and generalare thefe carching errors be- 
comesthacic is now, a most difficule 
and hard matter to distinguifh a Plaw-man 
from 2 natural Philofopher by his difcourfe. 
And (as one learnedly obferves) as in 
former times,ic was arare matter to finde 
Severn wife mes in the world: \t is now as 
cdifficule and cronblefomes to difcover the 
fame number of fools, Every man (almoft) 
that hath fearcely arrived at the happinefs 
of reading a Horn-book, accounts all 
things thee come within che Parcimerer or 

compafs 
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compafs of Difcourfe, beneath him and 
his Genivs (as it isnow as commonly as 
ignorantly worded) that treareth nor of 
the raifing of Spirits, of fore Periapts ¢Af- 
mulet, or (Magical Charm or Spell 5 or of 
Theurgie, or the Chriftat ( forf{oorb ) in 
which fome prerend co fhew mens faces: 
(their other ends, they may as well and as 
truly.) And Cchac which I molt difdain 
torhink of ) chefe fuperlative vanities,

Let now the Maintainers of thefe Fieti- 
ons and reafonlefs Opinions,retract by the 
prefident of their learned _Author 3 If noc 
in publique (as he hath done) let ic ap- 
pear in their practifes ar leaft. “But if rhey 
are refolv’d to ride ir throughs maugre ail 
that can be faidin oppofition toic; and 
will Gill hug and rerain chis their art of 
coxeuage and deluding the world ; Let them 
fhew 10 much of Hoxeffy in the mid{t of 
their Villazjgchat while they pick the Pur fes 
of the people, they may [pare their wits. For 
it is a double lofs, for men to be coge’d our 
Of crear fums of money, and thenro be 
cheated into a belief, thac they are Ho- 
nefily and fairly nfed. 

3- Of Apollonius Tyaneus. 

This ¢epollonins is the laft of my Ter- 
nary 3 and was a perfon that prerended 
much skillin che making of Telifmes, Sxcc. 
In whch are (if we will believe all rhar is 
written or ftoryed of him) he was fo well 
verfed, that thereby he could work won- 
ders! and do things fo far beyond the 
reach of mans reafon, thac fome of the 


people of thofe times in which he lived, 
a ac- 


wa ge fe ee 
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accounted him a petty Ged, rather ther a 
man, Hierocles the Storck, had fo highan 
Opinion and efteem of him. that he deein- 
ed him a better mans and ove of wore power 
thes Chrifts the Saviour of rhe world ; Nay, 
fuch was the dorage of many people in 
thofe dayes (a fpice of which, we in ours 
Gill retain) that they accounted him a 
man fomuch excelling the very bett forc 
of men; that they thoughr him ceo facred 
to be lightly fpoken of. Yea, fohappy was 
the time in which he began his pranks, 
[For itis motto be denyed » but winch ts to be 
attributed unto times and feafous || oy clfe 
his Geaiture was remarkable and prodigi- 
ous for fuch purpofess [why nor, as well 
as Cornelius Agrippa’s?\ thac the mot 
Orthodox themfelves began co deem him 
vefted with power fufficient for a Deiry ; 
which occafioned that fo ftrange a doubt 
from Juftine Afartyr, as cited by the 
Jearned Gregory, fol.3F----Et ds est Su- 
Mieyes © dkalrs F xaiotags, Bc. If Ged be 
the Creator and Lord of the world, how 
comes it to pafs that Apollonius his Te 
lifms have fo much over-ruled the courfe 
of things ? For we fee that they alfo have 
Stilled the waves of the Sea , andthe raging 
of the winds; and prevailed againft the 
N 3 
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noifons fiyessand incur fions of wild beafts,c. 

So itrangely infeétious harh this his 
Doctrine of Telifms and Images beensthac 
ic hath not only infatnared many privare 
perfeons, but whele Countries alio. © For this 
Apollonius was (not only erring, but ) er- 
ranc in his practife ; and cravelled’ and 
bear about ro divers places; boafiing of 
his skiil and cunning,and fo met with fome 
of the moze credulors fort (in molt places 
where he came) that employed him in his 
crafty to make Images, Sigills , or Telifais, 
againit Storks, Tortoifes, Frogs, Scerpiozs, 
Horfes,&c. And if at any time the event 
hapned to crown his bufinefs, he hadrhen 
ti.¢ honour of a Ged among the 1Gorat 
Albeit thofe things the “pecple efheemed 
Plagues, might bave fopped or Stascd, had 
he newer ufed bis skill or CHITIN» 

But this Jyzpeffor (nor unlike fome furb- 
tile Phyfitians, who co gain themfelves 
the grearer honour, périwade pecple 
they are dangeronfly difeafed 5 when fin 
truch) they have noching of Gcknefs on 
them, but their Dogtors words) being ac- 
quainted (peradventure) with the courte 
of the heavenly bodies » might eafily con- 
jecture how long a Plague or A4alady 
weld raigus and taking the advantage 

: thereof, 
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thereof (as thofe fubtile Kzaves iz Lap» 
Jand, concerning the felling of winds, &c 
when at che fame time,whecher the cheat- 
ed Merchant buy them or not, the winds 
of courfe will rife; being moved and flayed 
again by fuperiour Cauies) he might very 
opportunely, and with eafe (and fuccefs) 
alfo, make Tedifms againitt the rage and: 
fury thereof: And yec no reafon why he 
fhould be accounred a {uperlative Duéttor 
for ic at all. ; 

From the example of this mans quaint 
skill, fome perfons among uss as well prin- 
cipled, pretending co the Syderal Sciexcey 
have undercaken che making of dmagess 
Sigils, Lamens, &c.to procure Peace, Lovey 
wealth, & quid non? which vanities are fo 
apparently iimple and reafonle{s, chat ic 
Were a madnefs or frenzy in the higheft de- 
grees to repofe eirher confidence or credic 
in them. ;

«skill in chis craft here in London, that 
* meeting a friend of mine (a Captain of 
‘the Army, ) cafually» who was a liccle

Which text of Prolomy, 
although Trapexentiss andertandeth, and 
indeed interprerethin favour of fach con- 
ceits s yet mott dffrologers have under- 
fiood it of the dogtrine of Afcendents; and 
I prefume they will noc deny but thae do- 
ctrine is purely @ti-Telifmatical. Bue if 
the framers or Sigi/s, &c. fhall pretend a 
claim (fer the colour of their cunning) ro 
the doétrine of Afcendents, ic will ftand 
them buein {mall ftead: for rhere is no 
part of Aftrologie \efs Gudyed and more 
unceiraingthen that. And iris no lefs then 
amiracle to me» to. confider , how it is 
poffible the Afcendents of Cisres and Coun- 
tries fhould be fo exa@tly known in chofe 
days (forif I grant a truth in che thing,

their framing. And what vertue » worth 5 
or excellence there fhould be in any of 
thefe Telifmes , &e. unicis by hap-hazard >

ly, I do nor underttand. Naysche very per- 
fons themfelvesgthac pretend moft ro crhofe 
things, norwichitanding all their tricks 
and devices, are generally poor, defpicable, 
and contemptible fellows 3; oftentimes re- 
duced to beggery = they cannoe adda hair 
co cheir own condition by all their cun- 
ning and skill; nor (as che learned Burzox, 
in juft derifon cf them faith) rake either 
eld Letterssor any thing elfesout of Craf= 
fits his Cheft or Atine Vid. Anat. Mel fol.47. 
It apily foliows therefore,-----Thar the 
erfons profefiing thefe things may defer- 
vedly be hifled at and detideds and the for- 
geries chemfelves,jutily ranked with rhe fa- 
bles of Merling and Mother Shiptons and the 
veft of that Rank.and Rabble. And {o I have 
done with —_4pollonius , and with rhe 
firft fort of perfons in my divifion ; who 
in reafonare fit co be blamed 5 for obrrus 
cing fuch reafonlels 5 yea tenfleis vanicies 
anc fictions upon the jucgrments and un- 
deritandings of the world.

lefpoxutia » Phrigia, Tiburtiza. They are

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to have relared Prophetically other very 
ftrange things. Without injury to reafons 
we may believe, they were a company of 


poor Melancholy creatures, thac knew . 


not what chem{elves fpake. Some of rhem 
(as ir is reported) would wrice their fancies 
in fand; orhers, acrhe mourhof a cave in 
leaves of trees: which the fiercenefs of the 
wind would oftentimes fo fearters that they 
could hardly be brought into order again. 
Whence it was, when peeple were wont 
toexprefs any difficulty. they would ufe 
Politian’s words Laboriofus eff 5 
quan Sibylle foliacolligere: Jt is eafierto 
gather together rhe Sibylls Leaves. Rem. 
Ant. fol.52- Now, lecus ask of reafons 
whether fuch actions as thefe are nor ap- 
parent Teftimonies of Meiancholy ? yet 
{o credulous have many Icarned (as well as 
others) been, that when they would afferc 
the realiry and cruthof any thing, they 
would do ic proverbially in thefe words-- 
“Tis as true as the Sibylls Oracles !- 

The learned Mr. Burton of C. C.CcOxoms 
faith, that CMelancholy was the fole caufe 
of Sibyllive Prophecies, if there were any 
fuch thing. Which, (faith he) with Cafan- 
bon and others, 1 jrfily except at. For, itis 
noc likely thar the Spiric of God fhould 

reveal 


oe 
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reveal fuch manifeft Revelations and Pre- 
dictions of Chriftsand concealcthem fiom 
his own Prophets. zat. Adel. fol. 657 
And indeed,there was hardly ever any in- 
genious man (except for fome felf end or 
octhersas Catiline to Lextulus, for the becter 
working his defign abour) chat ever credi- 
redthem for any orher, then a crew of 
poor - filly - Melancholy - Crack - brain’d 
Creatures. And really, for any man ro 
credit, or give heed ro vain,idle,and addle- 
headed womens and to efteem rheir Predi-» 
ctions, or twarling {tories , as prophecies » 
or Oracles, Is che greareft Argument of 
Imbeciliry or weaknefs.ch:c can be. 

For my felfs Lwill {pak freely ; my rea- 
fon knows no difference herwixe a Sibyls 
Oracle,and a filly Quakers conceited Re- 
velation ! And if we muit fill ke born 
down with the empry names of fuch like 
fictions and fopperies, I underftand nors 
but we may » with as much reafon, credit 
che voices and Revelations of Mauznah 
TLrapuel> and Dorcas Erbury: the parallel 
feems equal. For the Sibylls in cheir times 
precencted co deliver cheir fantafms by in- 
{pirarion; fodo thefe Gilly wretches. The

Thave read molt, if nor all,that is extant, 
of the SiéyHs Prophecies, and profe{s real- 
ly, Icannor efpy any thing of worth or 
reafon in thems fimple , rude, raw and 
fcarce Pen-feathered conceits, calculated 
Only for the belief of rhe balder fort of un- 
derftandings in the world.

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We are not un-acquainted with what 
defperace effects melancholy hath produ- 
ced.

turbulenr tronblefome paffion,that urrer- 
ly undoes men. Burtoz terms it exitiofus 
Crrors & maxime pericilofus,A mott peril- 
Jous and dangerious enemy. It captivates 
the fenfes, deftroys reafons makes every 
thing feem of a quite contrary hew. Ic 
hath caufed men to conceit themfelves 
Urinals, Sheep, Horfessany ching. Some 
by reafon thereof, have believed theme 
felves tobe dead ; others, towant ahead; 
a third fore, to have ferpents in their bel- 
lies, and what nor ? when alas ! there is 
no fuch thing, fave in their Melancholy 
conceits. Butas the learned Gregory well 
notes of fuchthat are verriginous------- 
They think all turns round, allerre; quuma 
error ix ipforum cerchro fit; When the error 
zs only in their own braizs - SO it is with. 
thefe melancholy perfons. And this ma 
fuffice to fignifie the errorof che Sibylls, 
Quakers, Dreamers » and the reft of thar 
rabble, and of thofe that believe or give 
credit co chem; or their conceirs.

as hathbeen fhewn ; is no great marvel : 
bue for the learned and ingenious cto be 
foundin the fame predicament, is (ro me)_ 
no {mail wonder ! : 

This eminently learned perfon ( for 
whichout queftion fuch he was , as appears 
fufficiently by his ¢ Atathematical Pre- 
face to Euclid,& his Aphorifms;two things 
of fuch worths thac (in kind) I cannot tell 
what extant can equal,)as is evident by the 
book lately fer forth by (Ateric Cafanbon 
D. D.under his name,was a greac Credicor 
of the Doétrine of Spirics and Angels 
and had (if the book fay foothswhich I noc 
a little queftion) Communication and cone 
verfe wich them. But yet he confeffech ne- 
ver to have feen any himfelf ;_ bur was {till 
beholden either to Mr, Kelly, eArthur, 
or Bartholomew, his fpecularors by turns 5; 
and wharcfoever they rold him,he was con— 
tented ro re(t fatisfied therewich. 

Ir is the opinion of Dr. Cafzxbon , chac 
Dr. Dee's aim and defign was co bring up 
anew Mode of Religion amdéng men (we 
have now roo many of them, wichceu- him 
or his skill) and to obcrude a faith upon 
them, concrariero all that ac cthac prefenc 
was profefied. But be this granted, chat ic: 

o was 
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was his aim and intent foto do; and will 
iz not readily refulc, rhacthere was nor fo 
much of cruth or realicy,1s fabcilry & policy 
in rhe ching? Another ching worthy of good 
confiderarions1 meet with in the Publifher 
thereof-----e That had Dr. Dee bur lived 
jn Turkie when he converfed with eAngels 
and Spirits thus, there is xo doubt faith he) 
but they would have [poke as much for the 
Mahome:a2 faith and vrofeffion,as by his be- 
ing in Europes they did for the Catholique or 
Chriftiaz. 

And indeed if we ferioufly confider this 
Dotrines&c. we fhall finde, that borh 
Angels and Spirits,&c. always fitced their 
Aniwers and Oracles ro the humors and 
cultomes of the times, and place or places 
in which rhey were delivered. Which ve- 
ry ching vroclaims the whole bufineis to 
conGi{t of nothing bre deceit and impo- 
flare |! And really ir is a wonderto mes 


thar any perfon thar is ingenious fhonld_ 


efleem of ic ocherwife. 

1 have read the ' sok ferioufly over, 
[whereas the Pu'lifhers defire is bur to 
read 4 quarter thereof, before a man pafs 
his cenfure or opinion upon it ] and pro- 
teft really I ind norhing in it, but a meer 
Romance Storie, in a precended Saint-hke 

: Scrip- 
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Scripture-language ; the ftile Plaronick ; 
and of {o indifferenc a vein for eloquence 
and fancies That I prefume an ordinary 
wit might have flown a far higher picch. 
Ben. Johufons Bartholomew Fair is far a- 
bove ic, both for language and matters 
ploc and contrivance ; and indeed » in all 
other refpects. 

There is one thing inic (above all the 
relt) worthy co be noced; and plainly 
proves the defigners of this new-found 
Whimfey, not fo religious as they preren- 
ded. Ic is this ——— inthe progrefs of 
thefe Stories, Dr.D-e and CAMtr.Kelly could 
feldome agree. at laft they vefolved to 
invocate an Angel or Spirits to acquaint 
thens with the reafon thereof, they being of 
one and the fame faith, and. profeffing ana 
pratlifing one and the fame thirg. Yo be 
brief,an Angel (as {aich the Book) wascal- 
led, and the queftion being propeunded,--- 
The Angel returned this in anfwere--The 
reafon of their difagreeing fo notch wits, be- 
caufe they were not crofs matched, Wpon 
the heaving of this anfiver from the An- 
gel, Dr. Dee and Kelly begin co inter- 
prec the fame, To their not having layen 
with each others wifee And this was the 
belt and only glofs they could put upon 

2 their 
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their Angels anfwer. Now co put this 
bleffed work into pra@tife, To tempting the 
womenthey go 3 Aid (fayes the Book) rhe 
women cryed thereat, deeming the aélion 
Szful, And chit which is the more into- 
Ierable, To thefe Lecherons and filchy 
conceitss they were not afhamed ro abnfe 
the holy and glorions name of God and 
of the Triniry. 

Immediarely after, ro render che cheat 
(for noother can ic be, notwichf{tanding 
fome accounc it of as good a ftamp for 
cruthsas the Gofpel of St.Jehx) the more 
plain and clear ; they fubjoyn a queftion of 
Theft,an{Wered by Aftrologie,and the very 
text of Haly de judic-Affr. urged for the 
reafon of their judgment.

Afterwards he fell intro fome ill 
trade, or courfe of living, thar (as che Pub- 
lifher faich) he loft his earsin Lancafbire ;

Thas much 
for the fubltance and excellence of Dr.

The learned Frenchman Fames Gafferel , fol. 
285, tellsus, That rhe Aftrologie of the Hebrewes 
bad nor as yct loft any of itsluftre , fo long as it was 
prattifed by thofe of their own Nation only.

Among perfons ab cEternicate 
appointed tor fuch an office, it was moft worthily 
honored, (as indeed ic ought {till to be:) but when 
once the feed of Baal began to abound , and the 
whole race of Pfewdo-Prophets overfpread the 
world; fuch lycs, vanities, forgeries and falfities, 
have been vented, under pretence of their being 
aed by the Spirit of Prophecie, that ithath oc- 
cafioned many to blafpheme the fame, and think 
lightly of che true Prophets {ent of God. .

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In the nurnber or retinue of which vanities 5° | 
LTrank the Prophecies now in queftion. Where in- 
pag.x. our Prophet cells us, Thac Elpbin 
fon of Gwiddue Garranir having rcquefted che 
benefit of fithing for one night, which being, grant- 
ed him by his father, he rifes carly the next morn- 
ing , and caking up his net , finds no fifth therein 
but (inftead thereof) efpyes entangled abour the 
Net,a clofe leather bag, the which he cook up and 
Yipped open, and found a child therein named.

2. this wonderful childe declares ic felf for the 
Proreftanc Religion ; Albcic Luther, the father 
thereof, was not born fome centuries of years after.

Fhe Salmons. Pag 4. this Taliefin pretends to

With divers other frivolous, and 
impertinent , and moft incredible ftories , of Adam 
and Eve, of Eve’s cheating Adam,by which means 
Rye came into the world.

and by fubjugaring their reafon, and laying it in 
fércers, that it fhall nor dare to peep up againft 
fuch filly, fenfelefs, and ridiculous trafh, Let men 
of reafon halt no longer between two opinions > 
bue jer truth be embraced and cherifhed ; and 
falthood and error, in every thing, (but chiefly in 

! ghefe things, by reafon of. thei evil) be difcoun- 
-venanced and rejected. And thus much for this 
fecond Scéticn ; and for a conclufion tothe whole 
difcourfe.
